Only one othor man ln AMrglnia haa

been montloned In connection wlth
more appointments under the new ad¬
mlnlstration thnn Colonel W. "W. Sale.
Rumor has beforo now mndo the Nor-
folk Senator Secretary of tlic Common-
wealth, Adjutant-General, Commls-
sloner of Flshories. Probably thls
coiiHtant assoclatlon of hls namo wlth
varlous posts of totally dlfferent sorts
hns glven consldcrablo currency to tho
Idea thnt Colonel Salo was golng to
be "taken care of" ln any ca3e. But
consldorations of thls sort aro of littlo
importanco compnrcd to hls fltneas for
tho place, nnd thero ls no reason to
doubt thnt he wlll flll the place very
capably and woll.
Thero aro other men ln the State who

are better fittecl to tako charge of Vir-
glnia's mllitary than Colonol Sale, but
theso men. llke Georgo Wayn0 Ander¬
son, of thls clty, wero all, we bellevo,
out of reach of the appolntment. Prob¬
ably Colonel Sale is as well quallflod
as any man who might bo described
available for the post. Ilo has had some
practlcal oxporlcnca as a membor of a
mllltla company. In tho Lcglslaturo
he has shown hls lnterest ln the mlli¬
tary by lntroduclng and socurlng the
pussngo of a bill lncreaslng the appro-
prlatlon for thls branch. It is much
ln- hls favor that largo numbers of
mllitary men ln tho Stato dcslrcd hls

j appolntment. Many offlcors, It ls sald,
whose flrst cholco was somo man who
proved unavallable, deslred him
thelr second choice.
Colonel sale made a good impresslon

on many pooplc by hls attltude toward
the posltlon of Secretary of Common¬
wealth. whon tho State Commltteo met
to narne tho Dcmocratic nomlneo. It
was generally known that ho might

i havo had tho nomlnatlon, but ho wlth-
drew when It became evldent that his
appolntment would arouso dlsscnslon
and factlonal dlfforence. Wo trust

j that ho wlll carry exactly tho same
spirit Into tho management of his now
ofllce. Thls appolntment opens to Col¬
onel Sale a largo fleld of usefulness to
hls State.

BLIXD LEAKS IN' ADMIXISTKATION.
How many littlo ieak-holc3 aro thero

In tho admlnlstration of government
through whlch tho tax-paycrs' monoy
pours out lu utter wasto or cxlrava-
gant cxpcndlturc? If an cxperlenccd
but financlally "strcsscd" magnato of
tho best modern type took ovpr all tho
departments, wlth tho knowlcdge that
ho niUKt brlng opcratlng exponses to
tho lowest polnt conslctent wlth cfil-
clency or go hlmself to ruln,.how largo
a lcakago of dollars could bo cut off
lu the aggregato? Probably tho llgiiro
would bc appallingly largo. From tlme
to tlme we cry economy and pat our-
selves solldly on the back whenevor wo

reduco an approprlatlon or otherwlse
shavc down a dollar. But there |a no

telling how much hard-oftrned money
sllps away forcver ln tho darkness and
dullncss whlch hangs over the ruutlnc
ot tho dcpartniontt-.
Tho report of the Secretary of the

Treasury calls attentlon to an old
abuso of thls sort, trlfllng enough, but
charactcrlstlc in its way. Tables are

prlnted showlng the amount of money
in cusloru3 collectcd at certain ports
and tho cost of collecting thls money,
Most of us are moro or less famlllar
wlth the figures, slnco they nre prlnted
every yoar. At York, Maine, $7.30 was

collcc.ted during tlic past flscal year,
and the exponses of collecting it
amountcd to $265. At Coos Bay, Orc.,
$79.81 was collectcd at an exponso of

$1,464. At Crlslleld. Md., the peoplo
paid out 53.2SG ln order to take In $95.

i At Annapolls the proportlon was much
worso, slnce there the peoplo paid out;
$956 to take in a beggarly $3.09. In
slx-teen of 160 customs districts it cost
an average of $23 to collect every dol¬
lar ;taken in. A half-wlttcd infant can

see what sort of buslntsa this ls. No
doubt there are reasons why ports
should sometimes bc run at a loss, but
such reasons do not upply to most of

theso ports. Secretary after secretary
has polnted out their uselessness, and
they would havo been shut. up long
ago but for the deflclencles, remlss-

nesses, ineptltudns and inadcquaclea of

Congress.

For three months prevlous to the last geii-

But no; tho amendments must go
again beforo tho Leglsluluro befotje they
go beforo tho people, uud lt ls for tlio Leg-
lalature itself to decido whon they ehall go
beforo tho people. Moroovor, tho constltu¬
tlon fails to provlde ahy publlcatlon of tho

manes ha8 just been announced,was the favorlto chlld, and In the clos¬

lng years of his llfe the constant com¬panion, of ohl Ferdlnantl de Losseps,the oreator of tho Suoz Canal. She
camo with hlm to Amorlca. as an cx-tremely pretty llttle glrl, on tho occa¬slon of his last vislt to tho Unltod
otatcs in his valn attempt to Interest
Amerlcan capitalists In his Panama Ca¬
nal ontorprlsc, shortly before tho col-
lapso of tho company whlch he had or-
gnnized, and wlll bo remombercd bymost of thoRo who met hlm hero atthat tlme. She ls his only rematnlngunmarrled daughtov, and slnce tho losaof hor mothor a couple of years ngo
has spent much of her tlme wlth hor
klnswoman, tho Empress Eugenie, ln
tlie South of Franco and ln England.Ono of her slsters ls marrted to the
Comto do Mlramnn; another to Baron
Prosper de La Orango; the thlrd to
tho Comte do La Begasslere, and the
fourth to the Baron Louis de La Caze.
Tho relatlonshlp of tho de Lessepsfamily to Empress Eugenie arlscs from

tbe fact that old Fordlnand de Les-
sops"s mothor and tho grandmothcr of
Emprcps Eugenlo were slster*. They
woro both daughters of llcnrl Grevlgny,
who wns the head of a thrlvlng gro-
cery business nt F.i-urph, ln Bclgiuin.Of Grevigny's two daughters ono mar¬
ried a French offlcer of tho rutnio of
Matthieu do l/csseps. father of the cre-
ntor of the Siiez Canal, nnd the othcr
becamo the wlfo of Klrkpatrick, a na-
tlvo of Belfast, and tho unpald United
statcs eonuul at Malaga, whero ho wns
engaged ln trade as buyor for a num¬
ber of Belfast and Dublln grocors. It
was on ono of his visits to Amcrlca ln
connectlon wlth his business that he
secured tho appointment of United
States consul at Malaga.

A ."ilcrry Cablnet.
The Duko of Tatnanes will be re-

[ called. by many hero as havlng acc/>m-
r panlcd the Infanta Eulalle when sho
vlslt ed this country at tho tlme of the
Columblan celebration. to rcprcscnt the
klngdom of Spaln at tlie festlvlUea ln
connectlon thercwlth. Although ho ls
now somewhat olderly and imprusscs
uiere acqiialiitanc.es wlth the possenslon
of all that gravjty and Impressive dlg-
nlty whlch wo are wont to assoelate
wlth tho grandi-es of tho old Spanlsh
nobllity, yet lie has a very keen sensa
of huinor, and during the llfctlme of
Alfonso Nll. was his boon companion
iu all sorts of merry pranks.
On one occasion.it was durlng tho

last few days beforo tho beglnnlng of
l.ent.the Klng complulticd to the duke.
that the carhlval was frlglitt'ully dull.
and lhat bf all dull thlngs In Mudrld
there/was nolhlng lhat he found more
drcary than the Cablnet meotings. one
of which was Bclteduled for tho fotlow-
iug morning. Tho duko took tho mat¬
ter to heart, and the next day, when
the Klng entcrod tho oouncil chamber
to tako his seat at. the head of the
table, around whlch the Cablnet offlcera
wero assembled. ho found them over¬
come with laugliter ut tho spectacle
presented by one of thelr number.
namely. the Mlntster cf Agrlculturc,
ovor whose head and shouldcrs the
Duke of Tamanea had unexpectedly
dropped a large sack of flour, from
whlch ho was ondeavoring ln valn to
dlsengage himself, scattcring tho Hour
about In every directlon.

was Governor of Madrld, and aa such
chief of the metropolltan police. WlUle
in offlee ono of thoso mysterlous mur-
ders took place whlch completely non-
plussod the ordinary police oilicers.
Tholr superlntendent. visltlng the duko
one morning to report that no progress
had been mudo in tha dlscovery of
any clues, found Tamanes surroun*3d
by yellow paper covered novels of
Gabo'riau, dealing wlth tho adventuros
of "Lecocq," that French prototypo of
"Sherlock Holmes." The duke, seelng
the superintendent's gnzo direoted to¬
ward tho novels, declared that he had
found thoreln what he believed to be a
clue to the niystory, It wus followed
up by the superlntendent with Immc-
illfito jsuecess, lt being ultlinately dis-
coverifu that Ihe crlmlnal, a man of
blrth and breedlng, had also been a
constant reader of Gaborlau's books,
and that he had found ln one of them
the liuiplratlon for the extraordlnary
Ingenulty which ho dlrplayed In the
porpetratlon of his crlmo and in tlio
uoncealineiit of lta traces.
This incldent often oeours to ine as

un illustratlon of the harni whlch
may bo dono by novels of thu Guboriau
and Sherlock Holmes order, lurnlshlng,
us they do, ldeaa to oriminals whlch
mlght not otherwise have occurred tu
them, aml it may be queationed wheth¬
er this dlsudvantagc ls ln any way act
on' oi- atoned for by the.fuct that occa-
slonally tha head of a polloe depart¬
ment may Hnd in the porusal of theso
novels a clue to the perpetrulor ot
somo mysterloua deed of evll.

These fotin-
talns are so fnmlllar to us that wo da
do not notlco how nnsightly they are,
A few feeble ctrcams issue from them,
and theso generally on only ono slde.
The basins connected wlth them aro lo
a lnrge extent fllled wlth trash, and a

rnugh plank, t'or %the use of the squlr-
rels, rests agulnst the curb, wlth tho
lower end projocting nearly to tho
centre of the pool, There ls nothing
attractlve or artlstlc about them ln any.
rospect. Wlth the excoptlon' of the one
In front of tho Governor's Manslon,
each of them, Instead of belng "a
thlng of beauty" and "a joy forever." is
a. rnero travesty on what a fountitln
sl'.ould bo. Wlth clear water. there
should bo nothing to obstruot the flow
of the streams. and wlth remodeled
fountatns we would havo attracttons
whlch would heautlfy the grounus and
plenso the sonsos, Instead of objecta
whlch are soaroely above contempi,
Tho grounda would present a better
appearanco, under present condltioim,'
If tho fountalns were not there.
